Palmer James was taken in an automo- 
_ bile from the city hospital to the Four 
Courts Monday and pleaded not guilty 
to the indictment charging her with first 
degree murder in shooting and killing 
ber husband, Leo B. James, in their flat 
at 4457A Lexington avenue, April 28 last. 
Though first degree murder is an un- 
bailable offense, Assistant Circuit At- 
terney Rudolph consented that she be 
reieased under a $19,000 bond and an- 
hovnced that when Mrs. James goes. to 


trial the charge will be second degree 
miurder, the penalty for which is from 
10 years to life imprisonment. 


Her Cheeks Are Ruddy. 

Mrs. James’ ruddy cheeks and appar- 
ently fine physicai condition was com- 
mented on by many in the courtroom 
who knew that shortly after the shoot- 
ing it was said in her behalf that she 
killed her husband because she believed 
him responsible for an impairment of 
her health. 

The automobile in whicii Mrs. James 
Was taken to the Four Courts was 
owned and diven by H. G. Al- 
Phen of 3806 Connecticut street. 
With Alphen in the front seat 
was Deputy Sheriff William Wrauss- 
man. Mrs. James’ brother, Dr. James 
M. Palmer, sat with her in the tonneau. 

Mrs. James wore a black skirt and 
black shirt waist and large black auto- 
mobile veil. These suggestions of mourn- 
ing were relieved by a iong tan silk 
automobile coat, which she wore un- 
buttoned. 


Comments Only on Air. 

-On the party’s arrival at the Four 
Courts Alphen said that the only words 
uttered by Mrs. James was the fre- 
quently repeated comment: ‘“‘My, isn’t 
the air fine?’’ She had been a prisoner 
in the city hospital observation ward 
since the morning after the shooting. 

Attaches of Judge Taylor’s division of 
the Criminal Court had been notified and 
Walter Tufford, the clerk, was drawing 
up the bond when she walked into the 
courtroom. 

Her brother kept his arm about her 
waist as they passed down the aisic. 
When Mrs. James saw that the room 
Was crowded, and that all eyes were 
turned on her, she momentarily hesita- 
ted and shrank back, but made no ef- 
fort to coneeal her features with the 
veil. Her appearance was in startling 
contrast to the disheveled condition in 
which she was taken to police head- 
quarters the morning she shot and killed 
her husband as he lay asleep in bed. 

She was permitted to occupy a seat 
near a window near the Sheriff's desk. 
Her brother fanned her with his hat. 

Much to Say Later On. 

When she was asked if she wanted to 

make a statement Dr. Palmer said for 


her: ‘‘My sister has nothing to say for 
publication at this time. Please don't 
talk to her now. She will have a great 
deal to say later on.” 

When she was called to the clerk's 
desk Mrs. Jumes again seemed to shrink 
back, but her brother urged her for- 
ward, still with his arm about her waist.

Blertot's Flight, 

Bleriot’s flight was made July 2%, 1909. 

He made the passage of the channel in 


27 minutes, starting fresh from Calais. 


Fifty aviators, 12 of them army offi- 
cers, were entered in the race, but only 
the seven named are now contesting. 

Three lost their lizes early in the con- 
test—Capt. Princetau and M. Landron, 
who were burned to @@ath in midair 
after ‘their motors exploded; and M. 
Le Martin, who was crushed to death 
when his machine collided with a tree. 

Half a dozen have been hurt, none fa- 
tally, during the racing from Paris to 
Idege, Belgium. On reaching Calais, 
Vedrines won a prize of $2000, being first 
to complete the sixth stage of the race. 

From London, the aviators will fly 
back to Paris, completing the circuit. 

Only by making the cross-channel!l 
flight under some extraordinary circum- 
stances will any aviator ever be able 
to gain particular glory from the feat. 
After today the flight must be consid- 
ered an ordinary affair, for the morn- 
ing saw no less than 11 aviators, con- 
testants in the European circuit race, 
wing their way across the chanmel and 
alight in Dover as easily as a flock of 
birds might have done. Moreover, one 
of the 11,° Renaux, carried a passenger 
in his biplane. 

Perfect Fiying Weather. 

The morning was perfect, hardly a 
breath of wind ruffling the surface of 
the channel as the pick of Europe's ex- 
pert aviators headed from Calais for 
this shore. The air was as etill when 
they landed on the dowas here. 

A great crowd’ had surrounded the 
landing place in anticipation of the ar- 
rival of the aviators. They had but a 
short wait before Vedrines, consistent- 
ly the leader in the previous stages of 
the race, drove his monoplane into view 
out of a bank of fleecy clouds that hung 
low over the chamiel. He made a circuit 
of the aerodrome and landed gracefully. 
The flight from Calais had been accom- 
plished in about half an hour. 

The other contestants followed in 
quick succession. Seven monoplanes 
were almost bunched, then came two bi- 
planes and another monoplane brought 
up the rear. Everything went as order- 
ly and in as ordinary fashion as at a 
horse racing meeting. One by one the 
machines appeared over the trees, swept 
down to the aerogrome, circled it and 
landed without a semblance of a mis- 
hap. 

No Great Excitement. 

There was none of the _ excitement 
that had characterized the finish of the 
previous cross-channel flights, nor were 
the aviators exhausted. Instead 1i..¢y 
crawled from their aeroplanes and calm- 
ly walked away with friends, while 
their machines were taken to the han- 
gars to be overhauled, very much 4s a 
race horse might be led to its atable for 
a rubdown. 

Soon after the last of the aviators 
had landed the wind began to freshen 
and it was decided to start immediately 
on the next stage of the contest--to 
Shoreham and'’thence to London.

was killed and Scott was twice wounded. 

Drier lived and conducted a saloon at 
5089 Arsenal street. and Gcott lived with 
his family at 5098A Arsenal street. Both 
were former policemen. Drier assisted 
Scott in getting on the force and when 
they fell out over a loan he had Scott 
tried and dismissed. They met about 
midnight Saturday night near their 
homes and fought a pistol duel. Drier 
died at 2:30 a. m. at the city hospital. 
Scott is at the hospital slightly wound- 
ed. 

At the inquest, which began Monday 
morning, testimony was given by John 
F. Wilmes of 4930 Arsenal street, bar- 


tender for Drier; Luther W. Freeman 
of 4900 Arsenal street and Joseph Heutel 
of 4930 Arsenal street, eyewitnesses. 

Wilmes and Freeman were met at 
the bridge over the Oak Hill track, 
near the Drier saloon, by Scott. He 
said he wanted to talk to Wilmes, and 
requested Freeman to walk on. Scott 
berated Wilmes for having made a 
statement that was used in Scott’s trial 
before the Police Board, which resulted 
in his dismissal. 

Drier approached, according to Wil- 
mes, and said to Scott: “I understand 
you are sore on me.”’ 

Witness, Tells of Fight, 

Scott said he had a right to be sore 
because Drier had taken the bread and 
butter out of the mouths of his Wife 
and children by having him dismissed 
from the police force. Drier said, ac- 
cording to Wilmes, “Well, if you are 
sore about it, here’s the place to fight 
it out.” Then the firing began. Wil- 
mes could not tell which fired first. 
Scott ran away toward his home as 
Drier fell. 

Drier said to Wilmes as he lay gasp- 
“I left my money in the vard. 
Please get it. I’m glad I didn’t fire the 
first shot anyway.’’ He made no other 
statement. 

Freeman said he was not near enough 
to hear what was said before the firing 
began. Both seemed to be firing at the 
same time. He did not know which 
fired first. 

Heutel was some distance away. He 
testified that he“thought the men were 
playing at shooting at each other with 
“blind” cartridges and did not know 
until several hours later that one of 
them had been killed. 

Patrolman Robert Rosenhauer testi- 
fied that Scott told him Drier fired two 
shots before he returned the fire. The 
first bullet, he said, grazed his abdo- 
men and the second struck his wrist. 
Then he began firing. He denied that 
he Was carrying a revolver in the ex- 
pectation of meeting Drier, but said 
he was trying to sell it. 

The inquiry was continued to Wednes- 
day, by which time it is thought Scott 
will be able to testify. 

Scott is a prisoner tn the observa- 
tion ward of the city hospital. 

Daughter Tells of Quarrel. 

Miss Charlotte Drier, daughter of the 
man killed in the duel, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Monday of the origin of 
the enmity between her father and 
Scott. 

Drier, a former mounted policeman, 
kept-a saloon at 8008 Arsenal street, and 
Bcott lived on the other side of the | 
street. 

Drier helped Scott last spring in get- 
ting on the police force as a probation- 
@ry patrolman. 

* Before that time, Miss Drier said, 

had borrowed from her father, 
but had paid him the first of each 
month. In June he borrowed more than 
usual and ran up a bar bill, his indebt- 
edness amounting to $22.80. 


: - Drier wrote Scott a postal card ask- 
': Ing him to call at the saloon. 


He did 
this, Miss Drier said, because Scott 
owed $il to Mrs. Anna Paeben, pro- 
prietor of a grocery next door, and 
Mrs. Paeben had asked Drier to help 
her collect her bill. 

Says Scott Threatened. 

Scott called June 8, talked angrily, ‘and, 
Miss Drier says, put his revolver against 
Drier's body and told him to “cut out’’ 
future references to his debt. Drier 
‘went to Capt. Wilson of the Magnotia 
Avenue Station two days later and told 
him of the indebtedness. Not unii! 
later, Miss Drier said, did no report 
the threat and the use of the revolver.

Special officers of the North Market 
Street District were leaving the home 
of William Henning, 3508 North Elev- 
enth street, Sunday night after having 
investigated ag spat between Henning 
and his wife.

“Wonder it didn’t turn out like that 
Hyde Park affair,’’ one of the neighbors 
commented. 

The officers asked questions and were 
told that Henning seriously stabbed a 
man about three years ago in Hyde 
Park and had never been arrested for 
it. The officers then returned to Hen- 
ning’s home and escorted him to the 
station. 

Capt. Johnson interrogated the pris- 
oner and obtained from him an admis- 
sion that on Sept. 20, 198, he stabbed 
Albert Bottom, then residing at 3319 
Klein street, while the two were seated 
on a bench in Hyde Park, Twentieth 
and Salisbury streets. 

The police records were consulted and 
it was found that Bottom was twice 
stabbed on the date mentioned, once in 
the back and again in the abdomen. 
The report of the affray stated that 
Bottom’s assailant was not known. It 
was thought at the time that Bottom 
would die from his wounds, but he re- 
covered after a long time and went to 
Mo., where he now lives. 

“That thing is surely outlawed by this 
time,’’ said Henning when informed he 
would be held until the police could 
communicate with Bottom. ‘“‘We quar- 
reled and when Bottom struck me I 
stabbed him in self-defense.”’ 

Capt. Johnson told Henning the stat- 
ute of limitations had not yet expired 
and then booked him for the Circuit 
Attorney. 

Henning is 21 years old. Bottom is 37.

OF KANSAS DIES 


Was Author of Famous Dewey

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., July 8. 
—Eugene F. Ware, United States Com- 
missioner of Pensions in 1902, but bet- 
ter kngwn as a Kansas poet and rough- 
shod, ready campaigner, is dead at Cas- 
cade, Colo., of heart disease. 

He was 70 years old and although of 
Connecticut birth, he went.to Kansas 
after serving through the Civil War and 
thereafter identified himself with the 
affairs of that State.

Ware served for several times in the 
Kansas Senate and aspired to go to Con- 
gress.

It was neceS8sary to redistrict the 
State to elect either of them. The story 
is told that Ware and Funston played a 
game of freeze-out poker to decide 
which of them should frame the bill 
and that Ware rose from the game win- 
ner of $10,000. Ware’s bill failed in’ the 
Legislature and Funston went to Con- 
gress.

Jenkins, who has implicated Nathan 
Allen, the multi-millionaire leather man- 
ufacturer, and John Collins, president 
of the Memphis Coal Co., in smuggling 
into this country for her a fortune in 
jewels, answered with the liveliest in- 
terest the charges made against her by 
Mrs. William A. Russell of Yonkers. 

Mrs. Jenkins not only answered Mrs. 
Russell, but also made a statement con- 
cerning her relations with, Allen and 
Collins and threw considerablc lignt on 
the disappearance of her géms. 

She told in detail how the jewels hac 
been returned to her, how she had been 
detained at Evanston, IIll., .while a de- 
tective attempted to force her to sign 
ap’ agreement releasing Al’en from: ali 
future claims and how in order to re- 
gain her jewels she had to put her 
name to such a document. 

Considers Mrs. Russell Unfortunate. 

“In the first place let me make it 
plain that I consider Mrs.' Russell an 
unfortunate woman,” she said, “and I 
would not say a single word against 
her were it not to set the pub‘ic right 
on some of the points she has made. I 
do not ask or expect to receive the sym- 
pathy of the public, but I think it only 
fair that I should be given a hearing. 
I am not quite as bad as I have been 
rainted,” she added with a smile. 

“T have said I consider Mrs. Rus- 
sell unfortunate. Possibly you would 
like to know why. “Well,” she 
hesitated, “I suppose it is no secret 
that she was estranged from her hus- 
band in 1909 when I first met her at 
the Waldorf-Astoria at the invitation 
of Judge W. S. Foltz of Newcastle, 
Pa, She had no money. She needed 
clothes and she needed help in nu- 
merous ways. I offered her the use 
of my apartment in the Lorraine for 
a few days and there'I_ fed her, 
clothed her and furnished her chil- 
dren with food. fm return for this I 
am attacked, called uncouth, illiterate 
and an adventuress. I deny I am 
iliterate and uncouth, but as for my 
being an adventuress—well, we'll 
pass over that. 

The young woman said in as delli- 
cate a way as she could that Mrs, 
Russell was somewhat different than 
she had been led to belleve when she 
took her co the Lorraine, She hinted 
that Mrs. Russell was not exactly 
refined and there was times when 
Mrs. Jenkins did not include her in 
invitations co little dinners and 
parties which were a part of her own 
life. ) 

Sought Reconciliation. 

‘“‘My real reason for taking this wom- 
an to live with me was to bring about 
a reconciliation between herself and 
her husband,’ Mrs. Jenkins continued. 
“Her children came to me unfed and 
told me that if their mother went to 
her, Yonkers home their father would 
cease to provide for the entire family. 
This was borne out when Mr. Russell, 
who, I was informed, was a prosperous 
dealer in plumbers’ supplies here in New 
York,. telephoned me one day and asked 
that I put his wife out on the street. 
His hatred of her at that time was in- 
tense.”’ 

Mrs. Jenkins was asked why she had 
permitted Mrs. Russell to remain in her 
apartments after she had been found 
undesirable. 

“I hoped you would not ask that,” 
she answered after a long pause. “But 
it was because she would not go away. 
I hinted to her that my husband, mean- 
ing Mr. Allen, was likely to return any 
but she would not take the hint. 
I spoke—well, a little more poSitively 
and still she would not leave. Finally 
I told her that she must go. Her reply 
to this was a threat, and she stayed 
until after the robbery.

“TI have stated that Mrs. Russell was 
in my apartment that day, but I have 
not thrown suspicion on her, and I do

I 
told him I had no claim against Mr, 
Allen, that I wanted no money and that 
my Only wish was to get back my gems. 
I said to him that if Mr. Allen .would 
tell me personally he did not want to 
continue our acquaintance he would 
never again be troubled by me After 
that my troubles began. J] engaged 
Robert C. Morris to represent me. I 
placed letters and papers relating to Mr. 
Allen in the hands of a detective that 
Mr. Allen might be protected and I 
"borrowed $200 to tide me over, as my 


Allen held had been cut off. I was hard 
pressed at every turn. Why, the hotel 
was told not to charge my meals any 
longer. The rent and all other bills had 
been paid by Mr. Allen, who was still 
in Europe. 


Collins Takes a Hand. 
“One day I was summoned to Chicago 


to identify my jewels which Mr. Suth- 
erland said he had’ found in the hands 
of a crook. I was accompanied by Mr. 
Morris, Lieut. Braun of the central of- 
fice and a sister. At Evanston Collins 
entered the train and told me to get 
off. I trusted him then, for he had 
been a friend of my family and my sis- 
ter and I unhesitatingly went with him, 
leaving the rest to go on to Chicago. I 
was taken to a house and held a pris- 
ener while effort was made to make 
me sign a paper releasing Mr. Allen 
from all claims. I was offered all sorts 
of terms and inducements, but I re- 
fused, and it was only when I threatened 
to send for Lieut. Braun that they let 
me on. 

Mrs. Jenkins added to the details of 
the affair subsequent to the re- 
turn of the gems. She says she was 
threatened and that when she fin- 
ally laid hands on the jewels 
in New York after being unable 
to identify them without settings in 
Chicago, she found that five six-karat 
diamonds belonging to a necklace and 
three four-karat diamonds belonging to 
a ring were missing. 


$41,000 Paid to Lawyers. 
“The arrangement in a nutshell was 


this,””’ Mrs. Jenkins explained. “I was 
as Mrs. Russell declares, broke. I 
signed the release they wanted and 
was told that Mr. Allen had, given me 
a check for $72,000. Out of this I was 
forced to pay $41,000 for lawyers, pledges 
on the gems’ valuation, rewards and ia- 
cidentals. The alleged informer got 
$5000 and other man $15,000 and the law 
firm jn Chicago $12,800. The rest went 
in all sorts of ways. This ‘eft me out 
of the $72,000 settlement money, $31,

Mrs. W. A. Russell Insists 

. She Was Forced to Be the 
Guest of Woman in Smug- 
gling Case, Whom She 
Says Is Nothing but an Ad- 
venturess. 


REDWOOD, N. Y., July 3—At wer 
beautiful home on the shore of Milisite 
Lake about two miles from here, Mrs. 
Wilham A. Russell, wife of a wealthy 
manufacturer of plumbers’ supplies, 
whose city home is at Yonkers, admit- 
ted for the first time that she is the 
“mysterious society woman’’ so fre- 
quently referred to in the accounts 
which Mrs. Helen Dwelle Jenkins has 
furnished of the allege4 theft of her 
$300,000 worth of jewels from the Hotel 
Lorraine, New York, in December, 
1908, 

Mrs. Russell charged that Mrs. Jen- 
kins had started a series of attacks on 
her through the newspapers—although 
only referring to her anonymously as 
“a wealthy Yonkers society woman’’— 
in order to “intimidate a multimillion- 
aire from Pennsylvania.” W. 8. Foltz 
of Newcastle, Pa., is the multim'l!'ion- 
aire referred to. By inadvertence Mrs. 
Russell let the mame slip out during 
her conversation. saying afterwards she 
regretted having done so. 

An entire new angle was given to the 
case when Mrs. Russell declared that 
she believes Mrs. Jenkins to be the 
mother of two children now in a Chi- 
cago instztution. Their name is #uld. 
Mrs. Jenkins’ maiden name was Fulds. 

“This Jenkins woman is an adventur- 
ess,’ exclaimed Mrs. Russell at one 
juncture. Her husband broke in: “I am 
sick of this annoyance. The trouble 
with this Jenkins woman is that she is 
broke. She reeds money and will go 
any length ta set it. If my wife or I 
were to tell a'l we know we would in- 
volve the names of a dozen of the most 
socially prominent § fatnilies in New 
York. Their daughters, younz, sweet 
girls, used to take tea and dine with 
Mrs. Jenkins at the Lorraine. I'll bet 
they are ashamed of I; today. Pirs. Jen- 
kins knows this, and I add she knows 
what it’s worth to have this knowl- 
edge suppressed.”’ 

Mrs. Russell is about 38, of medium 
height, rather plump, and altogether 
an extremely attractive brunette. Twice 
while she talked to the Post-Dispatch 
representative Mrs. Russell hurried to 
the door leading to the broad veranda 
to admonish her two so0:s and two 
daughters, whose ages range from 16 
to 21, to remain out of hearing of her 
voice. \ 

“Back in November, 1909," began Mrs. 
Russell, “I had a little tilt with my hus- 
‘band. I left him and said I would not 
return until he offered explanations of 
certain events that would be satisfac- 
tory.to me. I went to New York to 
visit friends. One day I was at the 
Waldorf-Astoria with the multimillion- 
aire from Western Pennsylvania of 
whom I have spoken.

MORE SURPRISES 


Cardinals Have Boosted Them- 
sélves Into Thick of National 
League Fight. 


ROGER IS NOT WORRIED 


He Says the Team Should Con- 
tinue Its Present Clip, So 
Others Must Beware. 


OR the first time in years the Car- 
Ginals occupy a first § division 
berth. They have earned their 

lofty position by playing the best game 
of any team in the National League, 
and, according to Manager Bresnahan, 
there now seems no reason why they 
shouldn’t continue their present gait of 
speed. 

They have just accomplished some- 
thing that they have heretofore seldom

Detailed figures for 1910 show 72 cases of 
lo¢kjaw of which 67 were fatal; seven persons 
lost their sight, 33 lost one eye each, 26 lost legs, 
arms or hands and 114 lost fingers.

THE EXPRESS TRUST. 

The Express Trust apparently has an idea that 
it is in need of a curb. News that it will be 
thoroughly investigated by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission is forestalled by notice of a 
reduction in rates s@ radical that in some in- 
Stances the cut is 50 per cent. The companies 
are preparing to prove their rates are reason- 
able by first trying to make them so. No better 
confession that they have been unreasonable 
could be asked. 

The enormous earnings of the leading express 
companies are matters of recent discovery. None 
of them has ever been an advocate of publicity. 
Some of them have been the most secretive of all 
corporations. For half a century the United 
States Express Co., of which the late Senator 
Piatt was president, made no report of its affairs 
and practically nothing is known of them now. 
About all that is known of any of them, aside 
from some vague knowledge of their huge earn- 
ings, is that all of them are joined together by 
community ‘of interests and directorates which 
interlock, not only with each otuer, but with 
those of the great railroad systems. The Harri- 
mans, Hills, Vanderbilts and Goulds are large 
holders of express stock, and so are the great 
railroads. me 

Skimming the cream from the raflroad freight 
business, the express companies have taken the 
cream from the postal business as well. They 
have made the second-class mail business un- 
profitable for the Government, if it is unprofit- 
able, by taking short-haul matter at a profit 
and leaving the Government long-haul matter at 
a loss. It is more than a suspicion that they fo- 
mented the so-called reform of the second-class 
mail privileges. Better than anyone else, they 
knew that a class of business which grew from 
101,000,000 pounds in 1885 to 873,000,000 pounds 
in 1910 was a demonstration of the expediency of 
a parcels post which defied argument. They 
knew that the deficit supposed to be caused by 
this business wags smaller in 1910 than in 1885, 
and that it was a matter of bookkeeping in any 
event. 

And the express companies have always en- 
joyed legislative favor and protection. Platt 
contested every suggestion that promised an ‘in- 
vasion of their prfvilege or monopoly. State 
legislatures have touched their sacred rights tim- 
idly. They were always the last to be affected 
by any scheme of state tax reform, as they were 
the last transportation force to be brought under 
the jurisdiction of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. 

A thorough investigation of their affairs. is 
necessary, not less to bring into control a 
monopoly, but to give a basis for postal reforms 
and extensions widely demanded. A bill is now 
pending in Congress under which the Govern- 
ment is authorized to buy the express companies 
and take over the business. A pertinent objec- 
tion to the bill is that the companies have noth- 
ing of consequence to sell. Their physical assets 
are negligible. The Express Trust is a system, 
not an investment.

The special committee of the Civic League hav- 
ing decided that electrification of St. Louis ter- 
minals is impracticable, the Terminal Association 
will continue to consider It so. 

TERMINAL ELECTRIFICATION. 

The report of the Civic League’s Committee on 
Railroad Electrification shows that the first step 
is to do away with the grade crossings. Grade- 
crossing abolishment thus becomes more impor- 
tant. 

The cost of electrification, $17,116,000, according 
to the report, looks enormous, but the advantage 
to the railroads will be so great, considered from 
the standpoint of advantages reaped by other sys- 
tems which have been electrified, that the im- 
provement is most desirable as a probable divi- 
dend producer. 

The Lancashire & Yorkshire Railway, with 

terminal yards in Liverpool, England, was elec- 
trifled in 1903. Under steam conditions the run- 
ning time of a train between Liverpool and South- 
port was 64 minutes; express trains 28 minutes. 
There were then but 36 trains in each direction 
per day. Since the introduction of electric trac- 
tion the time of way trains has been decreased 
to 87 minutes, while the number of trains per 
day has been increased to 70 in each direction. 
Owing to the improved train service there has 
been a large influx of business men to the rési- 
dential districts north of Liverpool. 
It is evident that with electric traction in place 
of steam the time saved is very appreciable, while 
the opportunity to improve suburban train service 
{3 much greater. Electrified terminals offer means 
for city facilities to interurban electric lines. 
Smoke is done away with and there is economy of 
fuel and labor. This is the experience of all rail- 
roads which have made the change.

Dangerous Speed of Cars. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

A careful reading of the account of the killing 
of the 3-year-old child by the northbound Chero- 
kee car Wednesday, brings us to this point, and 
from which there is no escape: That car was be- 
ing operated at a speed and in such @& manner 
that the motorman could not stop when danger 
threatened. : 

Please note that the child was kflled by a 
northbound Cherokee car. On last Monday morn- 
ing, two days before the child was killed, I took 
a northbound Cherokee car at California nvenue 
and Cherokee street. After it had come about 16 
blocks I protested to the conductor and to the 
motorman that the car wae being run toc fast; 
that if danger threatened it would be impcssible 
for them to stop it in time to prevent some child 
or teamster from being killed or maimed. The 
conductor was very insulting in his reply; he ten- 
dered me 5 cents and told me: “If you do not 
like the way this caris being run, get off.” 

Reports recently published show that 6800 peo- 
ple were injured, maimed or killed by St. Louis 
street cars in the past year; a half-fare law for 
straphangers will prevent 99 out of every 100 of 
these, for it will cause sufficient cars to be oper- 








ated to give everyone a seat, and this will en- 
able the motorman to run the cars slow enough 
to be enabled to stop whenever the situation or 
emergency might require '‘t,

Two Boys Learning to Swim 
Lose Hold on Log and Sink 
in Each Others’ Arms. 





‘Te St. Louis men were drowned in 
Tilincis waters Sunday, and an Alton 
man met death in the Mississippi. 
Joseph L. Cosgrove of 5155 Fairmount 

/ @venue lost his life by a fall into the 
Dlinois River from a boat near Hardin, 
Yl. Edward O'Mara Jr. of 3910 Greer 
avenue, a student for the Catholic priest- 


hood, was drowned in a pond near Van- 
alia, Il. Theodore Rigos was the man 
drowned at Alton. 
Was to Marry in Fall. 
Cosgrove was employed in the office 
ef the auditor of the Frisco Railroad. 
He was a member of the Hyde Park 
basebali, team of the Trolley League, 
and was engaged to Miss Estelle Wig- 
gins of 1103 South Thirteenth street. 
The wedding was to be in the fall, 
and Cosgrove had spent his leisure in 
the company of his flancee. She urged 
him to accept an invitation for an out- 
ing up the Illinois River, and he set 
eut Saturday morning. He and his 
companion, John Sheahan, hired a yacht 
at Alton and went upstream to Hardin. 
At 2 a. m., while the two were hunting 
frogs, Cosgrove fell overboard. Shea- 
han and the owner of the yacht, named 
Haley, tried to rescue him with an oar, 
but failed. The body was recovered 
after several hours. News of the drown- 
ing was taken to his mother by Father 
O'Rourke of St. Mark’s Church. 
Death Due to Cramps. 
Edward O'Mara Jr. was the son of the 
president of the O’Mara Heating Co., 
and was a student in the preparatory 
department of Kenrick Seminary. He 
was 17 years old. His parents were 
with him at Vandalia. Thomas Mockler, 
aged 15, was his swimming companion. 
His death is believed to have been due 
to cramps. His brother and _ sister 
heard the news while attending a picnic 
at Ramona Park, St. Louis County, 
Sunday afternoon. His body was recov- 
ered and will be brought to his home. 
The drowning of young O’Mara at 
" Vandalia occurred hardly more than an 
hour after the drowning of two boys, 
Victor Browning, aged 8 and Bruce 
Carson, 9. The former was the son of 
Sheriff Browning. The two boys were 
trying to learn to swim by holding to a 
Jog, and they sank together ag each was 
trying to help the other. Their bodies 
were found tightly clasped, each in 
the other’s arms. , 
Theodore Rigos of Alton, who was
